Ammunition 


JUDGE WILKERSON and Attorney General 
J Dautrherty have given the radical movement 
in American politic? ammunition that will prob- 
ably be welcome in the decision making perman- 
ent the drastic injunction which was secured 
during the shopmen's strike by the attorney 
general . The railroad issue is perhaps the hot- 
test now under discussion by the politicians of a 
radical slant, and well up in front comes the 
question of curbing the power of the courts. 
Both of these matters are touched by Judge 
Wilkerson's decision in a way that will un- 
doubtedly be accepted as a challenge by those 
interested in politico-economic reforms of a 
crastic nature. 


For Judge Wilkerson's order enjoins rail- 


road strike activities on a scale that has never 
before been undertaken by court interference 
in labor disputes. It not only forbids violence 
hut picketing, parades, meetings, letters, tele- 
phone messages, and appeals to employes re- 
maining at work. It makes practically all of 
the strike duties of union officials and members 
unlawful and subject to punishment. About 
all it leaves unchallenged in the customary con- 
duct of strikes is the right to quit work. Mr. 
Daugherty hails it jubilantly as the end of 
great railroad strikes. 
Others will not be so 


confident. The railroad shopmen's strike was 
lost, or at least settled on some roads with no 
gains to the men compensating them for what 
they surrendered. But this court order estab- 
lishing as it does a rule and precedent, makes 
the strike itself unimportant. 
Rightfully or 


not. it will be almost sure to bring on a pitched 
battle in which the entire strength of organized 
labor will be enlisted. 
And the first battle 


ground will be the field of politics, in which the 
lines are now being drawn for the 1924 presi- 
dential contest.

Caution 


DREMIER BALDWIN'S statement to the 
* house of commons was no doubt disappoint- 
in? to those who had expected something that 
at a blow would cut through the web of chicane 
surrounding reparations and open the way to 
P. solution. The statement comes far from be- 
ing that, but something must be allowed to the 
diplomatic difficulties which bar the way to a 
clean-cut, one-stroke reversal of policy. 
So 


long as it is possible for Great Britain to move 
toward a sane settlement with Germany with- 
out driving France off the reservation it is ob- 
viously her duty and policy to do so, for noth- 
ing would be gained, and much lost, by cutting 
what few ties remain to bind France to the 
more reasonable counsels of her allies. 
The 


prime minister left a way open for French ad- 
hesion by making his proposal tentative and 
subject to the approval of the allies, while suf- 
ficiently indicating the policy that Britain be- 
lieves offers a solution. It was probably as far 
as wisdom would permit him to go at the first 
step. 


The effect of the statement is to warn 


France, publicly and officially, of the defection 
of all her allies, without making her position of 
isolation irretrievable, and forcing her either 
to a humiliating withdrawal or some more des- 
perate action on the lone hand. This is to ac- 
complish much, despite the apparent inconclu- 
sive tenor of the statement and its hesitation 
short of decisive action. The fact of the mat- 
ter is that the situation is not yet ripe for de- 
cisive action, and will not be until all efforts 
have been exhausted for a conciliatory settle- 
ment. 
For it must be remembered that the 


allies who wish a feasible settlement with Ger- 
many are opposing the greatest military power, 
which has ample resources for independent ac- 
iiOJi for a time at least. The situation is hern-

PAPER SHOES FOR THE HORSE 


A p.aper horseshoe that shnll be tte 


equal of steel for general purposes 
is a possibility of the near future. 
Parchment paper is cut in horseshoe 
form and built up to a suitable thick- 
ness by the use of a mixture of tur- 
pentine, Spanish white shellac and 
linseed oil treated with litharge and 
the whole is placed under an hydraulic 
rress. 
This produces very light and 


uniform pieces and It is an easy mat- 
ter to stamp out the nail holes and 
grooves. 
Instead of nailing to the 


horse's hoof they can bie applied with 
an adhesive composition whose prin- 
cipal part is a solution of rubber in 
bisulphide of carbon. 
Paper waste 


could also be moulded into the shape 
of a horseshoe by use of the press, 
but the result is not so good as with 
the above.

to the legislature. It included uni- 
form and hi^h'-r certification regula- 
tions 
for ten i.-hers. increased state 


support of county training schools 
for rural teachers, a county board of 
education, w i t h po'.ver to appoint n 
county 
suiierinti-ndcnt. 
recognition 


of the ?tnte's d u t y to mentally handi- 
capped children and the reorganiza- 
tion of s t a t e aid to schools by recog- 


nizing the valuation of the school 
district as an item in determining the 
amount of state support.

"The legislature passed several of

I were a certification law 
increasing 


|the educational requirements for high 


I school teachers, a measure providing 
for S100 per pupil state aid to those

j-Praining schools and rural teachers. 
' These were vetoed by the governor, 
probably for the reason that nothing

"Besides these, several bills form- 


! ing a part of the state educational 


• program were passed by the assembly 
biu \veru non-concurred in by the sen- 
ate. Among these were the elementary 
! teachers certificate bill and the Blom- 
i berg bill providing for 
810,000,000 


! state aid for.school districts to be dis- 


tributed on such a basis that the dis- 
tricts with low ' assessed valuations 
would receive proportionately greater 
aid."Even the physical education bill, 
which became a law through the sig- 
nature of the governor, was made al- 
most ineffective for the present by 
failure to provide funds for its oper- 
ation. 
"Perhaps it is too much to expect 


that a clean cut program for educa- 
tion in the state should receive ap- 
proval of our law making body on the 
first attempt. Education has seldom 


i if ever been an important plank in 
| our political platforms. It is the pur- 
pose o£ the state department to keep 
placing the facts in regard to an edu- 
cational program before the people of 
the state 
believing that when the 


voters are in possession of the facts 
that effective reforms will be de- 
manded.

LIST IN GERMANY 


One Book Includes all Military 
- 
Forces of Nation; Contrast 


to 1914 is Striking 


BERLIN—(A. P.) — Germany's 
first army list since 1914 has just 
been issued, and its diminutive pro- 
portions bear striking contrast to the 
fat x-olumes of pre-war days. 
It is 
tlie first time that one boob has in- 
| eluded the military forces of all Ger- 
many. 
~ 


The shades of Bluecher, of the older 


von Moltke, and of other illustrious 
leaders, who made the name of Ger- 
man militarism a thing of awe, must 
shudder at the decs.pitations that have 
occurred since their day. 
Up to 1014, the peace-time regular 


army of 
the 
Fatherland embraced 


some 600,000 men and officers, be- 


sides a host of reserves. During the 
late hostilities,^this strength swelled 
at one time to more than 8,000,000. 
Then came the Treaty of Versailles, 
and at one swoop clipped the German 
army to 100,000. 
Ten thousand of 
this dwarfed array were permitted to 
be officers and members of the ad- 
ministrative personnel. 


Gone are the general staff and all 
the high training instirutions so long! 
the pride of Prussia. Four small ser- 
vice schools are pM'mitted. and these 
for officer candidates only. 
Gone, 


too, are whole branches of tie ser- 
vice: The loot-artillery, aviation iind 
the aircraft construction, the railway 
troops, and the great technical organi- 
zation which attended to the soldiers' 
welfare and looked after-the men on 
leave. 


Princes and others of the higher 


nobility have completely disappeared 
from the officers' corps, and there are 
not as many barons, counts, and so 
on as in the days of yore. A muster 
roll-call would sound strangely dif- 
ferent from those of a decade ago. 


Many of the "old guard" are read- 


ing the new list with tears in their 
eyes. Many a socialist and republi- 


can is rending It with a smile, a« h« 
recalls the hardships of the "mailed 
fist" militarism in the old days when 
an emperor tenanted the great palace 
looking down Unter den Linden.

The plan*-, a shrub abour four feet 


high, resembles a weed, and hns nev- 
er heen cultivated to any extent. The 
stem is round and waxy, and it is es- 
timated flvy tons of the plant prow 
to an acre. The yield of -.vox is from 
3 to ," '4 per cent', and sells for about 
27 rents a pound. 


Factories for refininp the wax have 


larpe vats of boiling water. The plant 
is dumped into the vats, sulphuric 
acid is added, and in time the wax 
frees itself, rises to the top of the 
liquid and is skimmed off. Wax ready 
for market is flinty, and is broken 
into small 
pieces 
nnd 
shipped in 


sacks. 
It is used as a base'for var- 


nish, fillers, floor polishes, talking 
machine records and 
waterproofing 


materials. 


When all trie wax has been er- 


tracted tte fiber remaining is pitched 
from the vats with large forks, allow. 
| ed to dry and then burned as fuel un 
der the factory boilers.
